This fact is 
taken as indicating increased respect for 
the American nation abroad.

Frances Murphy, of Pittsburg, Pa., 


who has a world wide reputation 
as a 


temperance lecturer, spent the day in 
looking over the local field. He was 
accompanied to Janesville by Kev. TV 
De Witt Peake, pastor of the Methodist 
church in Beloit, and who for three 
years was pastor of the Court street M. 
E. church in this city. 


The oblect of Mr. Murphy's visit to 


"lh3 Bjwer City is'to-open-up a ten days' 
series of meetings'here; during which 
time he will try and convert the drink- 
ing public to the cause; of .temperance. 


He has juat'finisfied a successful ten 


days' series, of meetings in Beloit, which 
were held at the.Opera house and at -the 
Presbyterian church,.and; at which he 
succeeded in making converts" by the

Mr. Murphy is a fine'appe$fin|f gentle- 


man with silvery hah-. He first entered 
temperance work about, thjrty years 
:ago, when on April 3,. 1870Vhe. delivered 
a lecture in the city of .Ppr-tland, Me. 
Since that time.he has. been constantly 
at it lecturing from sea to sea and 
numbering his converts by-the millions. 


In 1881 he sailed for Europe with his 


son, Thomas E. Murphy, and for three 
years they spoke on the .temperance 
cause to millions. The Church of Eng- 
land was thrown open to them, and the 
most open hearted hospitality was ex- 
tended them by the citizens of England, 
who were loud in their praise of the 
good work accomplished. 


"I have my own views to present on 


this temperance question," said' Mr. 
iiurphy this noon," and while in Janes- 
ville, I will advocate that the gospel of 
Jesus -.Christ is the only thing that 
changes custom and saves us from our 
sins. When I was in England that 
grand old statesman, Gladstone, said: 
'Your's is the only temperance move- 
ment that had the confidence of my 
head and heart.' 


"My method of lecturing," continued 


the noted speaker, "is not in attacking 
the saloons, for the trouble should not 
be checked there, but should first be 
stopped by the people themselves who 
keep up the saloons. Convert these 
people and then the saloons will close 
their doors to the public. 
While in 


Janesville I do not intend to w^ge war 
against the saloon keepers but against 
the drinking public, for they are tho 
ones who should take this evil in hiu.u 
and stop'it.' The state legislature has 
done all in its power, to stop this evil, 
and now it is high time that the public 


-itself acted in the matter." 


In speaking of his good work in 


Beloit Mr. Murphy said that it was 
highly satisfactory, and that the report 
that Attorney William Bates, formerly 
of Janesville, had signed the pledge 
never to again let liquor pass hie lips 
was true.

religious freedom of the Carolines, the 
renewal of treaties, and other subsid- 
iary matters.' 


Judge Day was asked whether the 


remaining matters would be treated 
with greater liberality, as judged from 
the Spanish viewpoint. He replied 
that the United States throughout the 
negotiations had dealt in the mos* 
liberal manner with 
th'e Spaniards. 


"I am surprised," he added, "that any 
one can think differently. The Amer- 
ican commissioners will continue the 
negotiations in a liberal spirit in order 
to secure a treaty that will be mutually 
satisfactory to Spain and -the United 
States." 


Why Knrope Did Sot Meddle. 


• Berlin, Nov. 30.—The Cologne 
Ga- 


zette devotes a long article to the con- 
clusion of the Spanish-American ne- 
gotiations. It says, with a side thrust 
at "the insatiable greed of the,Amer- 
icans," that "mutual envy among the 
great powers of Europe was the reason 
why the United States did not 
en- 


counter opposition to its extensive and 
unjust demands, despite the fact that 
such opposition would have opened a 
prospect of vast benefit to the powers," 
and adds: 


"Great Britain's point of view, that 


she would rather see the Philippines 
in the hands of the United States than 
in those of any other power, appears 
easy of explanation, inasmuch as the 
addition of America to the controlling 
elements in the far east would increase 
the supremacy of the Anglo-Saxon race 
in that part of the world. 


"Considering also that interference 


by any European power in the Philip- 
pine question would incur the bitter- 
est enmity of the United States, and 
that the United States could crush the 
outlet of the interfering power's prod- 
ucts through commercial restrictions 
and impositions, the complete silence 
of European diplomacy in the peace ne- 
gotiations need not cause surprise. 


"It was owing to the concurrence of 


these circumstances that Spain was 
-rushed. As regards the Cuban debt, 
Spain must bend her'neck to the Amer- 
ican yoke." 


Spain's Submission Confirmed. 


Washington, Nov. 30.—The president 


Tuesday received a short dispatch from 
Judge Day confirming the press report 
that the Spanish commissioners have 
agreed to the American propositions 
concerning the Philippines and that 
the treaty of peace will be d«awn up 
and signed in a few days. 


Instructions have been sent to the 


peace commissioners to negotiate foi 
the purchase of one of the Caroline 
islands for use as a naval and cable 
station. 


It is probable that the peace treaty 


will be signed within the next two 
weeks, but it may not be laid before 
the senate until after the holiday re- 
cess, and then go to the foreign rela- 
tions committee for careful considera- 
tion. ' 


The question an to the status of the 


residents in the Philippine islands aft- 
er the ratification of a treaty of peace 
was referred to the attorney general 
for an opinion. This question promises 
to be an important one in the near fu- 
ture, and the administration may give 
instructions to the American commis- 
sioners to define this status in the 
treaty.

THE DAILY GAZETTE, WEPNESDA g, N.QYEMBEB 3Q, 


Spanish Troops Need Not Hurry 


from the Philippines. 


ARE DOING GARRISON DUTY. 


Anthorltle* at Waiblngton Realize That 


m Strong Force of American Troopn 
Will Be Needed to Keep tbe Inmir- 
gent. In Check—Work for 
H Com- 


minion. 


"Washington, Nov. 30.— One of the 


most interesting features o.f the Paris 
peace treaty which will become known 
only after the publication of the full 
document is the provision, which it 


• doubtless contains, regarding the evac- 


uation of the Philippines by the Span- 
ish military forces. 
A fair estimate 


of the size of this force is 20,000 men, 
and these froops, of course, will be re- 
quired to evacuate within a reasona- 
ble time, Just as troops have been re- 
quired to do in Porto Rico and Cuba. 


Questions arise in regard to the evac- 


uation of the Philippines similar to 
those which'-' confronted the .United 
States government In regard to Cuba, 
but the questions are more serious in 
tne east than 'they were in the West 
Indies. The administration was not 
prepared to establish its garrisons in 
Cuba very much more rapidly than the 
evacuation took place, and owing to 
the insurgent situation in the island 
In the vicinity of some of the larger 
towns the government was not sorry 
that the slowness of the Spanish in 
evacuating would prevent the Cuban 
posts from being ungarrisoned' while 
waiting for the arrival of the Ameri- 
can troops. But the situation in regard 
to the insurgents in Cuba was never. 
very threatening except in one or two 
localities, while the conditions among' 
the native troops in the Philippines 
have been critical, and are so at pres- 
ent. 


There is no expectation that 
the 


United States will be able to increase 
Its military force in the Philippines for 
some time. The troops already there 
are not numerous enough to properly 
garrison the scattered territory, prob- 
ably, and certainly they would not be i£ 
the volunteer regiments 
should be 


•withdrawn very soon. 
Under these 


circumstances the admlnstration does 
not regret that the Spanish evacuation 
will be slow. If the peace treaty names 
a date on which the evacuation of the 
Islands is to be completed, that date is 
Iri'all probability rp.tlier remote. If the 
peace treaty does not name this date, 
provision is doubtless made in the in- 
strument for the appointment of a joint 
evacuation commission simrlar to those 
appointed f«r Cuba and Porto Riro. :c 
would be the duty of the American 
members of such a commission, acting 
under advice from 
Washington, to 


name a date on which -the evacuation 
should take place and to arrange the 
details of the withdrawal of the Span- 
ish garrisons and the installation of 
the American forces. 


It is as yet uncertain how many 


points will be. garrisoned by United 
States troops, but a strong force will 
eventually be sent to Hollo, the scene 
of the recent insurgent disturbances. 
Other places distributed 
about 
the 


archipelago may need garrisons quite 
as strong. Pending the^time of final 
evacuation by the Spanish-and of the 
increase of the United States forces 
in the Philippines there is some likeli- 
hood that a part of the troops now sta- 
tioned at Manila-will be distributed at 
other points where the protection of 
lives and property may require 
the 


presence of garrisons.
